CLOSER CORRELATION BETWEEN 
VOCATIONAL AGRICULTURE AND 


OTHER SCHOOL WORK IS URGED 


/ 
By MIKE KINEHART 
A closer correlation between the 


vocational 
agriculture 
depart- 


ments and other departments of 
the school systems was stressed 
by Paul G. Halnes, state super- 
visor of vocational agriculture, at 
a meeting of agriculture teachers 
and schoo! officials of Navarro 
and adjoining counties 
at 
the 


State Home Monday night. 


"The vocational agriculture de- 


partments of many' high schools 
receives considerable 
criticism," 


Mr. Halnes told the group, "be- 
cause there Is a lack of under- 
standing between the rest of the 
faculty and the vocational agri- 
culture teacher. In many cases 
the agriculture teacher is to blame 
because he sees In 
his 
job 
a 


chance to bask In the limelight 
of his outside duties and forgets 
he is an intregal part of the school 
system. 


"But this is not true except in 


rare cases," he stated, "and is a 
situation that Is rapidly being 
overcome through a closer under- 
standing between the school su- 
perintendent and the agriculture 
teacher when the numerous out- 
side duties of 
the 
vocational 


teacher is taken into considera- 
tion." 


Sixteen Present. 
Sixteen teachers and school offi- 


cials attended 
the 
meeting. A 


number of school officials from 
nearby towns had 
stated 
they 


•would attend but did not brave 
the cold to make the trip. E. H. 
Varnell, supervisor of the North 
Texas division of vocational agri- 
culture teachers, presided at the 
meeting. 


An example of how an agricul- 


ture program may be fitted into 
the program of a high school in 
a small town was given by J. G. 
Willis, superintendent of schools 
at Italy. Mr. Willis stated that 
the agriculture teacher, M. D. 
Jjewis, had become not only an 
important cog in the school ma- 
chine of his city, but that the ef- 
fects of teaching the course in 
the high school was beginning to 


show definite results in the com- 
munities in that trade territory. 


Special care in preparing rec- 


ords of the projects carried on 
in classes and by Future Farmers 
organizations 
was 
stressed 
by 


Paul Haines. The records of pro- 
jects should be accurate, whether 
they show a profit or loss, he ex- 
plained. 


Should Show Weakness. 
"To many teachers are tempted 


to show only the desirable results 
in project records," he said, "but 
for a project program to be really 
worthwhile, It should show the 
•weakness of that project. A pro- 
ject is in reality a laboratory ex- 
periment and If there is a method 
used that does not show a profit 
then it should be given more 'con- 
sideration and publicity than the 
one that does. In that way we 
can learn the bad methods and 
let them alone." 
L. J. Toung, Kerens, led a dis- 


cussion on community fairs dur- 
ing the meeting, and Dr. B. Pitts, 
Athens, who Is in charge of the 
meetings and contests, appointed 
a committee composed of G. H. 
Hurt, C. G. Brock, L. J. Toungf, 
and B. J. Cadenhead, to make 
plans for the 
district 
contest

And Jealousy Between Groups—Dramatic 
Deaths for Liars—The Money Motive In 
Religion.

. Socialism Is "in the air." Mil- 
lions of persons have lately dis- 
covered it for the first time. All 
torts and varieties of socialistic 
Bo'iemes 
are 
today 
engrossing 
tlie thought of 
whole nations.

'\, ..thinking, 


A»*7-«C matter of clear record, 


socialism has been tried innum- 
erable times, throughout the cen- 
turies, always without lasting suc- 
cess. The most conspicuous and 
dramatic instance is that. record- 
ed in the present 
International 


Sunday School Lesson. If ever 
Bocialism could have succeeded, 
It was in the early church. The 
first Christians had 
come 
out 


1 from the world. They were in the 
£r|p of a glowing ardor of broth- 
erhood. Christ was so near and 
real to them that it seemed as 
if His disciples should be bound 
together in a new unity, compre- 
hending all aspects of life. 


In the first burst of zeal, after I 
Peter's great sermon, they de- 
cided to pool their 
possessions. 


Every member of the body gave 
up everything, and the brother- 
hood had all things in common. 
It was the purest form o£ social- 
ism! Behind it lay the mightiest 
of 
motives, 
an 
over-mastering 


Christian love. If ever human be- 
ings could operate a communistic 
form of life successfully, it was 
these first followers of the Chris- 
tian Way. They could not fore- 
cee that the universal Gospel, 
iwhich, for ages to come, was to 
reanimate all classes of society 
throughout the whole earth, could 
not be tied up to any particular 
economic 
or 
political 
organiza- 


tion. 


An "Early Hold-Out 


All the force of social senti- 


ment among the Christians was 
behind the apostolic experiment. 
.Their public opinion constrained 
all their members 
to 
conform. 


Even those who did not person- 
ally, approve of this radical new 
scheme, had to go along, at least 
outwardly. 


But, alas! Human nature was 


fctrong among ^ the early Chris- 
tlansj even as It is in the Church 
today.. Two of the members, An- 
anias and his 
wife, 
Sapphira, 


wanted the prestige of seeming to 
Ibe "regular," while at the same 
time the possessive instinct was 
BO strong in them that, when they 
turned over the proceeds of the 
Bale of a piece of .property to the 
common fund, they held 
out 
a 


portion for their private use. They 
wanted to have their cake and 
•at it, too. 


The Great Experiment Cracks 
More about that shortly; for the 


'.'. Incident is the 
main theme of 


our Lesson. Ananias • revealed the 
first crack In the idealistic social 
structure. The second 
came 
a 
short time afterwards, when strife 
arose between the Grecian and 


. Hebrew Christians, the 
former 


claiming that they were discrim- 
,«nat"£ against in the distribution 


rr .rfe common goods. 
For a )•&••«••* we read noth- 


ing more ibonf the experiment in 
Christian socialism. Then we find 
the outlying churches taking up 
collections 
for the poor 
Chris- 
tians in Jerusalem. Economically 
&t least, the plan failed. And sub- 
sequent Scriptures give no coun- 
•el to the Church to attempt the 
Bame scheme. The New 
Testa- 
ment program for 
a 
Christian 


social order, while plainly con- 
demning the monstrous sins of 
the feudal and capitalist systems 
•eems to be based upon individ- 
ualism—the believer living his life 
from the new Christian motives 
and rendering all possible help to 
every brother in need. 


Successors of Ananias 
But we must get back to Peter 


and Ananias. The latter was a 
common type, familiar today. He 
was the sort of respectable citizen 
who cannot bear not to stand well 
in the community. His uppermost 
thought concerns what people will 
think of him. He is "regular" in 
politics, conservative in business, 
correct in his social behavior, and 
consistent in church 
attendance: 


There is nothing of the rebel or 
the radical about him. He goes 
along with his world. 


All the while, this Ananias type 


of men is at heart selfish and 
avaricious. He is thinking first 
and last of possible personal ad- 
vantage. On 
his 
brow 
is 
the 


"mark of the 
beast"—which 
is 


Number One. In modern times 
he is a tax-dodger, a double-deal- 
er, a conniver at shady practices. 
The root of righteousness is not 
in him. He would rather seem 
than be. 
Infamy has seized 
upon 
the 


name of Ananias as synonymous 
with liar. Theodore Roosevelt put 
t into the headlines. But Ananias 
was more than a liar—if anything 
worse be possible—for he was a 
lypqcrite, a fraud, an obtainer of 
he goods of reputation 
under 


'also pretenses. He had joined the 
Christian 
brotherhood 
but 
the 


jenuinenoss which is godliness 
was never in him. 


Up Spoke Peter 
Smirking 
in 
self-complacency 


over the apparently generous act 
that he was performing—and at 
:he same time secretly gloating 
;hat he was "putting one over" 
on 
the. 
Church—Ananias 
came 


forward publicly to lay his con- 
tribution at the feet of the apos- 
tles. If these latter had been mod- 
ern church officials they would 
have accepted the gift fawningly, 
disregarding the ethics 
of 
the 


withheld portion. Popular religion 
has a blind side for the personal 
character of its contributors. 


Not so the Apostle Peter. Utter- 


ly honest himself, and conscious 
of his authority as a representa- 
tive of Christ, he blasted the hyp- 
ocrite Ananias with a few explo- 
sive sentences. He made clear that 
the culprit was under no obliga- 
tion to give anything at all; but 
when he did give, he should do 
so honestly. All of man's dealings 
with God are voluntary; but once 
entered upon, they must conform 
to God's character. The sin of 
Ananias was a sin against the 
Holy Spirit. It is the gravest of 
blunders to try to play tricks up- 
on God. 
Perhaps it was a heart attack; 


perhaps it was a direct bolt of 
Galley 2—S. S. Lesson—3-3-35 ... 
Divine justice, but before the ex- 
posure of Peter's condemnation, 
Ananias fell dead. Then he had 
to answer at a higher tribunal— 
as all of us must eventually an- 
swer for our tricks and lies and 
hypocricies and efforts to deceive. 
In the realm of morals and ethics, 
we are all dealing, in the final 
accounting, with Eternal Justice. 


Sapphira, the wife of Ananias, 


unlike most wives, who hold their 
husbands up to higher standards 
of life, had connived with him. 
When she, too, repeated the lie to 
the Church she shared her hus- 
band's fate. 
This old story bears down hard 


upon our day. For it is the com- 
mon observation that dishonesty

An important 
principle 


involved in both public and 
private wage schedules has 
been brought 'to attention 
by the argument whether 
"prevailing" 
wage 
rates 


should 
be 
maintained in 


public relief work. 


It is a question, as Wal- 


ter Lippman s u g g e s t s , 
whether 
workmen 
would 


rather earn a small income 
doing a little work at a 
high rate than a larger in- 
come 
by 
working 
more 


hours at a lower rate. 


In some branches of pri- 


vate employment, especial- 
ly in building, skilled work- 
men are kept idle and re- 
covery is held back by the 
effort to maintain prosper- 
ity wages in a time of ad- 
versity incomes. 


No sensible person wants 


to beat wages down. But 
facts have to be recognized. 


Workers are coming to 


recognize more clearly that 
the in<*>me per month or 
year is more important than 
the wage rate per hour or 
day. Wide enough accept- 
ance of this principle would 
rapidly increase work, im- 
prove business, and there- 
by lead to higher wages. 


The same principle ap- 


plies to the business end of 
industry. 
There 
are 
too 


any employers 
who ap- 


tfently would rather sell 


'~a few goods at high prices 
than sell a large volume of 
goods 
at 
lower 
prices, 


though the latter process is 
always the way

, entevd with a big silver loving cup by Lowry Martin as 
a tribute from the citizens of Corsicana to the director 
general' and also to commemorate the inception of the 
'.centennial idea in Corsicana more than a decade ago.

annual meeting, with many 


• of them from nearby rural 


communities, 
A sufficient

He 
stated that a resume of chamber 
activities would appear in the 
Daily Sun along with the ac- 
count of the annual meeting. He 
paid tribute to the board of di- 
rectors asserting that each was 
deserving of praise and apprecia- 
tion for their co-operation.

also paid tribute to AHin P. Mit- 
chell, secretary-manager, who was 


' drafted to the helm of the or- 


ganization. 


Cerf Makes Nominations. 


I, N. Cerf, chairman of the 


nominating committee, 
presented 


the report of his group, suggest- 
ing seven men to be elected for 
two year terms. The report was 
adopted and the following elected 
directors of the chamber; C. C. 
Roberts, W. P. McCammon, Lowry 
Martin, Ted B. Ferguson, J. A.

Martin Introduces Cline. 


Mr. Martin extended congratu- 


lations to the chamber executives 
and directors 
on their achieve- 


ments, and called attention to the 
Inspirational qualities of the an- 
nual meetings. 


He declared that Corsicana had 


been the incubator of many worth- 
while ideas and the home of many 
of the leading men in the nation, 
and that the city was proud to 


• have been the birthplace of the 
Texas Centennial idea more than 
a decade ago. He then briefly 
traced the idea from Us inception 
in Corsicana to Its final 
status 


Mwlth the work now under way on 
•'-the central exposition In Dallas. 


He then introduced tho director 
general as the speaker of the 
evening. 
"Trouble has been sitting close 


to us and we have been talking 
to ourselves in recent years," Mr. 
Cline said in his introductory re- 
marks. He averred that the peo- 
ple were fooling themselves in 
1928 
in "nigger 
heaven" 
using 


wealth that never existed. Then 
came the crash, the people were 
spanked and had their cry, the

and consoling them and then the 
trouble started because the major-

He declared that the money

He pointed 
to a return to the principles of 
the pioneer Texans who held to 
the doctrine of 
and something 


'work for work— 
for 
something— 


never something for nothing." 


Must Check Up Now. 
It Is necessary for communities, 


organizations and individuals to 
check-up and determine at inter- 
vals if they are really solvent, and 
declared that the chamber of com- 
merce might well be the clearing 
house for the action. "If more 
is taken out than is put in, that 
institution is insolvent" the speak- 
er asserted, maintaining that it 
held true for any organization or 
individual. 
He declared that a 


chamber of commerce was entitled 
to real leadership and to proper 
financial support and If a cham- 
ber failed because of lack of fi- 
nances, the blame should be on 
the membership and not on the 
official staff. 


Veering the 
trend of his re- 


marks, Mr. Cline declared that the 
constitution of the United States, 
regarded as the most important of 
human documents, was just the 
epitome of the experience of the 
authors of the bill of rights, with 
expressions 
of 
their 
prejudices, 


disappointments and vanities creep- 
ing in because they were human 
and could not avoid their inclus- 
ion. 
He declared that each citizen 


of the nation was daily weaving 
into the constitution his own in- 
dividual 
code 
of 
changes 
and 


amendments just as their forefath- 
ers did. 
He asked the nature of the things 


that were being woven into the 
fabric of government, and declar- 
ed that thorough thought should 
be given 
any 
matter before a 


change was made in the funda- 
mentals and recalled the bibical 
injunction "Move 
not 
the land- 


marks thy fathers have left." 


Change Is Being Made 


Mr. Cline dec-lared that a change 


was being made in the yardstick 
of success and formerly material 
wealth was the basis of judgment. 
He asserted that he did not be- 
lieve a republican form of govern- 
ment could have continued for an- 
other twenty years if the nation 
had continued at the pace set prior 
to 1929. 
As indications of the changing 


yardsticks, the speaker pointed to 
the fact that most valuable citizens 
of communities of new types were 
being1 selected with service as the 
principal reason for acclaim. 


"All 
of the eharge-offs and losses 


are the best investments of our 
lives If we have returned to the 
yardstick of service as a measure 
of success," Mr. Cline said. 


Shifting to the Texas Centennial 


celebration, the director general 
said that he believed that the ex- 
position should he approached with 
the idea that while the independ- 
ence and entity of the state of 
Texas was secured at San Jacinto 
it should be remembered that the 
history of the state started at that 
time and is being added to by 
each of the six million inhabitants 
of the state today. 


Logical Centennial City 


He defended the selection of Dal- 


las as the central exposition site 
by pointing out that fourteen mil- 
lion people lived within an over- 
night ride of that city, and tb^t 


Jt was the only city with fair ex- 
perience. He said that the finan- 
cial status had an open end, and 
that the exposition was "about 
half out of something to use for 
money." 


He declared that he was going 


to gamble fourteen months pre- 
paration and several million dol- 
lars on the belief that it could be 
regained 
in 
about four months 


showing. 


Mr, Cline declared that his atti- 


tude toward the Centennial was 
taken from Noah, 
his 
favorite 


bibical character. He declared that 
when Noah received the message 
of impending rains and disaster he 
believed it and did something about 
it by making an ark out of gopher 
wood. He held that the significant 
fact about the building of the ark 
was that Noah completed It in the 
face of the criticism of the "vil- 
lage weather prophet", the "tobacco 
chewer who said it wouldn't work," 
and the neighbors who said his 
foolishness was a disgrace to the 
community. He declared however 
that Noah was justified when the 
rains finally came and after long 
wanderings the ark was grounded 
again. He admitted then that Noah 
proved his humanity by planting 
a vineyard and_ getting drunk on 
the fruits of the first harvest. 


Must Follow Example 


He declared that people must 


follow Noah's example and refuse 
to listen to the critics. In the case 
of the Centennial, Mr. Cline said 
that the power had to be concen- 
trated in order to do the job and 
take advantage of the tremendous 
shifting of population that follows 
each period of depression. 


Mr. Cline said that the centen- 


nial offered Texas the greatest op- 
portunity of a lifetime. He declared 
that the state offered unequalled 
opportunities to those interested 
in agriculture, the development of 
natural resources, service or capital 
In industry, or beauty and climate 
with all of the cultural advantages 
of schools, churches, 
appreciation 


of arts and sciences, etc., along 
with a population of less than 22 to 
the square mile. 


"Our only need is men and money 


for we have everything else, and 
the Centennial is the Best way to 
end all of the hard years that are 
passing ' ehind us," Mr. Cline said 
in conclusion. 


Loving Cup Presented ' 


At this point a silver loving cup, 


twenty-eight inches high, was pre- 
sented to Mr. Cline by Lowry 
Martin, vice-president of the Cen- 
tennial commission as a commemo- 
ration that the idea for the cele- 
bration was born in Corsicana. The 
cup bore the inscription "Present- 
ed to Walter D, Cline, director 
general, Texas Centennial Central 
Exposition, from the Citizens of 
Corsicana where the Texas Cen- 
tennial Idea Originated and which 
city was the sparkplug for its real- 
ization." 


Visibly moved by the offering: 


Mr. Cline declared that he was not 
afraid of the job, and with tht) 
confidence of his friends In his 
judgment was facing the facts. He] 
pledged his best efforts to the suc- 
cess of the movement with the sin- 
cere hope that he would never 
bring shame or embarrassment to 
the people of Corsicana and his 
friends. 


As the concluding number on 


the program, the Bel Canto Quar- 
tet 
presented 
their 
well-known, 


theme song, "Until the Dawn." 


Members of the board of direct- 


ors occupied places of honor on 
the stage of the auditorium during 
the meeting. Membc-; of various 
Camp Fire- Girl groups served as 
ushers, program distributors, and 
ticket takers for the occasion. 


Activities Digest. 


(The following Is a resume of 


the activities sponsored, 
carried 


out, 
and participated "in co-opera- 


tively by the Corsicana Chamber 
of Commerce during the last fiscal 
year). 


Along with the new deal In the 


national 
administration 
came 
a 


new deal for the chamber 
of 


commerce through the realization 
that. Corsicana could prosper only 
as Navarro county and the coun- 
try 
surrounding 
prospered. 
In 


surveying the situation the direct- 
ors found that the county's 1932 
cotton crop of 61,000 bales brought 
in only $1,525,000 at 5 cents 
per 


pound—not enough to 
pay 
the 


fixed tax charges, much less to 
purchase the food and 
clothing 


needed by the producers and their 
families. 
The chamber 
swung 


squarely behind the administra- 
tion agricultural adjustment pro- 
gram and the 
figures for 
the 
past three years show the result 
in dollars to the county: 


1932—$1,525,000. 
1933—$4,500,000. 
1934—55,600,000. 
The chamber of commerce fur- 


nishes office space, water, lights 
and other utilities, adding ma- 
chines, mimeograph machines for 
the county and home demonstra- 
tion agents and 
co-operated 
in 
the cotton, corn, hog and cattle 
programs In 1934. Approximately 
61,000 calls were made at 
the 


chamber during the year by per- 
sons seeking information on va~ 
rious farm programs and prob- 
lems. 
The federal government

about $50,000 in Navarro county

drought relief program.

at the door of every farm home 
and farm owner in the county. 
Livestock Production. 


The corn-hog and cattle pro- 


gram has put livestock production 
on a much better basis bv weed- 
Ing out the undesirable or culls, 
and enabling the producer to give 
livestock that Is left much better 
care and attention, which will en- 
able those who are In the busi- 
ness to make a greater profit. 


The farmers of Navarro county 


are realizing now that the value 
of the extension service is not In 
the number of days work put in 
by the county agent, or how far 
he may have traveled In the year, 
but by the number of individuals 
that are encouraged to accept the 
practices of the extension service, 
adapting them to their own par- 
ticular needs, and at the same 
time passing them on to their 
neighbors. 


The chamber of commerce con- 


siders the extension service as one 
of the most outstanding assets of 
the county, and is glad to lend'all 
the assistance possible in further- 
ing th0 welfare of the county's 
agriculture 4-H club work alone Is 
well worth the cost of the exten- 
sion service for Navarro county. 


Home Demonstration Agent. 


Under the direction of the home 


demonstration 
agent, 
various 


units co-operated in cxtendinjr to 
more than 1500 of the 6.000 rural

"The national industrial recov- 


ery act resuires that every in-

"The national industrial recov- 


ery act provides machinery for 
the formulation and enforcement 
of voluntary or prescribed codes 
and agreements relating to every 
•branch of industry. On October 
19, 1934, there were 2,400 lines of 
industry covered by codes then 
approved. These codes include not 
only great manufacturing indus- 
tries such as the steel code, auto- 
mobile code and textile codes, but 
also the bankers' code, hotel code, 
newspaper code, undertakers code 
and baby carriage 
code. 
They 


bring within their scope the en- 
tiro economic life of the country. 


The opinion also says: 
"The 
reductlo ad absurdum pro- 
cess of reasoning of the supreme 
court—that 
regulating manufac- 


ture involved the regulation of all 
industry—was

In this connection, the speaker 
•aid teachers ought to be interest- 
ed" In the welfare of boys' 
and

not qualified to teach." 


The speaker said that education- 
al opportunities 
should be Im- 


proved through the improvement 
of. schools' administrations. 
The 
next portion of Mr. Wilkes talk 
was designed to show that stu- 
dents attending 
larger 
schools 


have better educational opportuni- 
ties than those 
attending 
the 
•mailer rural schools, and that 
Ifc Is not fair to the rural chil- 


:n for such a situation to ex- 


'%/ correct this situation the 
speaker said he favored consolida- 
tion and quoted statistics show- 
Ing that schools of 2 or 3 teach- 
ers are not as effective as larger 
schools. 
Mr. Wilkes painted a 


work-picture of how conditions in 
Navarro county have changed, and 
farmers seek better 
services in 


other lines, but do nothing to bet- 
ter the conditions under which 
their children go to school. 


Setup Should Be Adequate, 
He declared that children in -ru- 
ral schools with a particular pen- 
chant for certain subjects, 
are 


handicapped by not having the 
proper subjects taught in their 
schools, and not having the equip- 
ment ;to develop this subject. 


Mr. i Wilkes asserted that high 
•chool work should not be taught 
in rural schools, until an adequate 
setup; can be provided, because 
when children 
completing this 


work are transferred to a city 
school 8 times out of 10 they do 
unsatisfactory work. "It is agreed 
that a high school education is a 
prequisitc for getting: a job now 
and it is not right to fall to pro- 
vide the educational opportunities 
for country children comparable 
to that of the city children," Mr. 
Wilkes declared. 


He said the county boards are 


supposed to make 
a 
scholastic 


study In the same scientific rte- 
tail that is used in schools of 
metropolitan areas. 
He showed 


several examples of where ,the 
bchool systems 
are unbalanced, 


which makes it appear that the 
county boards are not making the 
survey. 


The next portion of his talk 


dealt with the need of proper 
laboratory and library equipment 
in rural schools, and ho showed 
that lack of such equipment is 
not i fair 
to cither 
the 
student 


-^ studying it now or in his fu- 


Sture life, nor the student study- 
ing with proper equipment. 


"•Rural Aid Law Complicated. 
The, rural aid law, Mr. Wilkes 
•aid, is complicated, but the prin- 
ciples of It should be retained. 
He talked at length upon this 
phase; of rural education, and paid 
particular attention to the tuition 
payment. 


Mr. Xvilkes suggested a num- 


ber of recommendations, and in 
closing said; "After 8 years of 
siudy of this subject, I am trying 
to get rural school patrons to 
give their children as good equip- 
ment as they buy in new auto- 
mobiles, radios and farm machin- 
ery." 


Superintendent Harrison read a 


number of laws pending in the 


^legislature at the present time, 
•ajnd then enumerated several rec-

An automobile in which Moore, 
an attorney, and a woman were 
riding struck three children sitting 
on the curb of a street, fatally in- 
juring Pauline Palmateer. 
The 
state charged Moore was intoxi- 
cated; the defense, that, he was 
under the influence of a narcotic 
prescribed by a physician. 
The court reversed and dismiss- 


ed the case of Grady Warren of 
Qmith county, sentenced to death 
on conviction of the holdup killing 
of E. C. Brown Dec. 31, 1933. The

when the court overruled a state's 
motion for rehearing of the ap- 
peal. Mrs. Browney was assessed 
a 35-year term aa an alleged ac- 
complice in the slaying of her 
husband. D. W. Browney. 
She 
was accused of promising to pay 
Bee Barrow half or a $1,500 insur- 
ance policy in return for his kill- 
ing ^Browney. 


The cases of B. F. Thompson,

DR. STOCKTON WON 


OF RICE INSTITUTE 


DIED JIN TUESDAY 


BROTHER-IN-LAW OF LATE 
PRESIDENT WILSON; HEAD 
OF ENGLISH DEPARTMENT 


HOUSTON, 
Feb. 
26.—(IF)—Dr. 
Stockton Axson, professor of Eng- 
lish at Rice Institute, died this af- 
ternoon at Memorial 
Hospital 


here. 
He suffered 
a 
stroke 


Monday evening at his home at 
the Rice Hotel and was rushed to 
the hospital. He had been ill for 
several weeks. 


He was 67 years old. 
Dr. Axson was a brother-in-law 


of Former 
President 
Woodrow 


Wilson. He was probably one of 
the 
closest 
intimates 
the 
war 


president ever had. 
Axson left 


the larger tasks _ of national and 
international reli'ef for his pre- 
war post as professor of Englishr 
at Rico Institute. 


He was admitted by students 
as an intensely human educator. 


He joined the Rice Institute 
facutly in 1914 and later was made 
head of the English department, 
He became a recognized Shakes- 
pearean authority, but when the 
United States entered the world 
war he temporarily dropped con- 
sideration of Elizabethan matters 
for the more pressing concern of 
helping his brother-in-law's ad- 
ministration handle the 
problem 


inherent in the great conflict. 
First he stumped for the lib- 


erty bonds. Next he became na- 
tional .secretary of the Red Cross 
with headquarters in Washington, 
but racing from coast to coast 
to direct mobilization of the or- 
ganization's resources. 


Mobilization of the home resour- 


ces and forces back of this work 
was the task of Dr. Axson and 
it kept him busy for many weary 
months. 


After the war Dr. Axson wanted 


to return to Rice Institute, but 
the Red Cross had not done with 
him. 
In April, 1919, he was made 


a delegate to the proposed inter- 
national Red Cross congress at 
Geneva. The conference was can- 
celled, and then he was appoint- 
ed general secretary of the New 
Red Cross League until the per- 
manent secretary could take up 
the work. 


Born In Georgia. 
Dr. Axson was born in Rome, 


Ga., the son of a 
Presbyterian 
pastor and the grandson of two 
such ministers. 


Few men knew President Wood- 


row Wilson so intimately or ad- 
mired him so greatly as Dr. Stock. 
ton Axson, his brother-in-law, an 
educator, 
lecturer, 
philosopher, 


writer and patriot. 


Dr. Axson, head of the English 


department of Rice Institute here 
and professor of English litera- 
ture, came to Houston in 1914. Be- 
fore .that time he had studied un- 
der and taught with Mr. Wilson. 


If Dr. .Axson had not dropped 


by an aunt's home for a duty call 
on his baby sister when he was a 
lad of 15 he might have become 
a prosperous 
Georgia 
merchant 


Instead of a well-known educator. 


The courteous 
teacher's 
eyes 
always twinkled a little more than 
usual when he recalled that in- 
cident. 
Up to the time his fath- 


er asked him to go see sis sis- 
ter, young Stockson'g mind had 
feasted solely on dime novels and 
a.dventure stories. 
While at the 


aunt's home he ran across "Para- 
dise Lost". So interested in the 
classic did he become that he 
hardly put it aside until he had 
finished it. 


"That was the birth of an urge 


which was to pull me back to 
school after I served two years 
as an assistant cotton warehoouse- 
man, It never left me," Dr. Ax- 
son said. 


Was Presbyterian. 


Like his famous brother-in-law, 


Dr. Axson was a Presbyterian. He 
was born in Rome, Ga., June 6, 
1867, the son of a Presbyterian 
pastor and the grandson of two 
ministers of that denomination. 


Tha only public schools in the 


state were ab Savannah so the 
pastor's son went there at an 
early age. 


After getting all the schooling 


he could at Savannah the youth 
entered Davidson college, David- 
son, N. C. His experience as a 
cotton worker for his uncle came 
after his first year in college, 
The youth made good and his 
uncle offered him a junior part- 
nership but Stockton decided his 
talents lay in another' direction 
and 
entered the 
University of 
Georgia. 


After Dr. Axson had completed 


two years at the University, a 
young college professor, Woodrow 
Wilson, who had 
married 
the 


young man's sister, prevailed upon 
him to come to Wcsleyan in Con- 
necticut! where Mr. Wilson was 
teaching. 
He finished Wesleyan 


a Phi Beta Kappa and received 
both'a bachelor's and a master's 
degree. 


In quick succession, Dr. Axson 


did two years of graduate work 
at John Hopkins, occupied his 
first teaching: post at the Uni- 
versity of Vermont, served as 
etaff lecturer for the American 
society for the extension of uni- 
versity teaching and joined the 
faculty of the Adelphi college, in 
Brooklyn. 


In li>99 he followed Mr. Wilson 


to Princeton where he remained 
for 15 years during nearly all of 
that time of which he held the 
title of 
professor 
of 
English, 


While there he saw Mr. Wilson 
rise from a modest professorship 
to the presidency of Princeton and 
to the leadership of the United 
States. 


In 1914 Rice Institute officials 


induced the Shakespearian author- 
ity to teach at that young but 
ambitious school for five months 
of each year. 


When the war came in 1917 Dr. 


Axson took the stump for tha 
Liberty bonds. 
In the fall the 


Red Cross drafted him as secre- 
tary-general. Rice lent him to the 
government for that work which 
occupied 
all of 
his time 
until 


January 1920. 
He became 
the 


secretary general ad interim of 
the League of Red Cross Societies 
organized after the 
war 
with 


headquarters in Paris. His service 
to the Red Cross was performed 
without pay.

and a day In federal penitentiary.

W. D. 
Jones, 
Floyd 
Hamilton, 


Steve Davis, Blllie Mace. L. C. 
Barrow. Mrs. Emma Parker, Mrs. 
Steve Davis, Marie Francis, Aud- 
rey Fay Barrow, Mrs. Cumle Bar- 
row, 
Joe Chamblcss and Mildred 
Hamilton. 
The five who had entered1 pleas 


of guilty earlier in the trial were 
Joe Francis, 
brother-in-law 
of 


Clyde Barrow; Mrs. Blanche Bar- 
row, widow of 
Clyde's brother, 
Buck; James Mullen, an ex-con- 
vict; Mary O'Dare, former asso- 
ciate of the Barrow gangster, Ray- 
mond Hamilton, and John Basden.

Indicated that while a 
smaller 


crop might bring a higher price 
per pound the total crop income 
might be less; on tho other hand, 
officials considered that a crop 
materially above thc set figure 
would depress the 1935 market 
and make It almost impossible to 
reduce the carryover so that it 
would not affect the 1936 price. 


Officials declared that if the 


objective of an eleven and a half 
million bale crop is achieved it 
will be necessary for both the 1934 
and tho 1935 new signers to take 
advantage of the full 35 per cent 
reduction permitted, and then the 
goal can be reached only if the 
yield is average. Maximum reduc- 
tions will also entitle tho produc- 
ers to the maximum rentals. 


Advantage To Producers, 


National officials point out that 


a further advantage to the pro- 
ducer who plants only 65 per 
cent of his base acreage In that 
no more than that portion of the 
base acreage will be used in mak- 
ing allotments of tax-exemption 
certificates. 
Producers arc cau- 


tioned against 
planting 
larger 
acreage and planning to purchase 
surplus exemption certificates at 
reduced prices. 


It will be the recommendation 


of the adjustment administration 
to prevent sals of the certificates 
much below tho full amount of 
tho tax, which it is planned to 
place at 50 per cent of thc mar- 
ket price.

being tipped Hamilton was head- 
ed their way. 
Six known haunts of the West 
Dallas killer were visited.

cers said Hamilton had visited the 
county several times within the 
past three weeks. 
When last seen Hamilton and 


his companion, at the wheel of a 
stolen coupe, were headed north 
from Fort Worth. Thev stole the 
car after releasing three youths 
they had kidnaped early yester- 
day from a Collln countv farm- 
house to facilitate their getaway. 


The boys, Buster Mnyes, J. C.

Bank of Selling, Okla. He was 
Dale Stanphill, the same youth 
who entered a small Oklahoma 
town Sunday night and attempt- 
ed to kill the marshal there after 
shouting to attract his attention. 


"I know who fired the shots 
that killed 'Uncle Pate' Jones, and 
I know where the pistols came 
from that armed the men for the 
break," Hunt asserted. The war- 
den declined lo name the ones 
he believes to be tho actual slay- 
ers, but he said they are in the 
group still at large.
